For others, its 
birthing time, or nest- 
ing season. For others 


still, its time te begin 
northward migration. 
Lengthening daylen- 
gth - biologists call it 
photoperiod - is a much 
more important cue 
than temperature in 
triggering these chang- 
es. The significance of 
daylength is no acci- 
dent, because it’s not 
subject to the same 
vagueries as weather. It 
would be dangerous, 
indeed, for many ani-

2) Turning the hot water 
heater off at night is a

It is more practical to 
maintain the hot water 
tank at a set tempera 
ture than to rtheat it 
every day.

One’ simple 
alternative is to lower 
the temperature setting 
on the heater. This, 
alone, ¢an result in 
energy savings of five to

drop. A fixed setting of 
48 deg. C should result 
in notable savings. 
Some people keep the 
setting as low as 58 deg.

Insulating the heater 
and the piping is ano- 
ther realistic way to 
save energy and money, 
especially if the water 
tank is located in an 
unheated space such as 
a cold basement.

electric water heater.

$] Insulated shutters 
and blinds are too 
expensive to make the 
energy savings worth- 
while. 

Custom made insula- 
ting shutters and blinds 
can be expensive, but 
there are many cheaper, 
do-it-yourself varieties. 
Some shutter kits, for 
instance, cost less than 
$20. An even cheaper 
solution to the expen- 
sive shutter is a remove- 
able. foam board pop-in, 
cut to the size of the 


window and weather- 
stripped along the edge 
for a tight fit. a 
Insulated curtains 
need be no more than 
in-place heavy curtains 
sealed tightly to the wall 
and window sill with 
special tape. Or sew in — 
energy savings the next 
time you make curtains 
by adding a layer of 
insulating material be- 
tween the fabric and the 
backing.

Half of all 
clothing burns to Canadian children involve sleepwear. 
Why does sleepwear play such a prominent role in 
children’s clothing-related burns? 


Design and Fit are Important 
Long. loose and flowing sleepwear. such as nightgowns 
and nightshirts are dangerous. The safest nightclothes 
are close-fitting. short sleeved or polo pyjama style. 
Loose and flowing gowns and bath robes with fluffy 
ruffles and ribbons can more casily brush against a 
source of heat and catch fire.

I appreciate the 
apprehension he expressed on behalf of 
members of the Hastings Federation of 
Agriculture that a policy is being formulated by a 
government department which could have wide 
ranging effects on Ontario farmers, without 
considering input from a concerned sector of 
society who would be greatly affected by the 
eventual Wetlands Policy. All too often in our 
society do we, the citizens, feel ourselves 
considered as relatively unimportant pawns in a 
game played out by politicans, bureaucrats and 
civil servants. 


Mr. Yarrow asked us to consider the capital 
costs to farmers which may be involved in 
implementing an eventual Wetlands Policy. He 
asked how the ways we use our farm land would 
be affected regarding working the land in 
proximity to wetlands, tile drainage projects and 
fencing livestock out of designated wetland 
areas. All good questions which will need 
significant input from the farming community. 

He asked us to speculate on the cost of having 
a fence installed around a swamp with a 
diameter of % mile. I will agree with his 
suggestion that it could require 2 miles of fence 


mile) to prevent their livestock from trespassing. 
That the 160 acre swamp will be totally 
surrounded by a much greater area of viable 
pasture land, all owned and pastured by one 
farm operation, is a situation which I have 
seldom found to occur, at least in this part of our 


province. However... 

Mr. Yarrow gives us a cost project of $8,000 
for two miles of fencing to be installed around his 
hypothetical swamp. I beg to differ. 

As a professional in the business of fencing 
livestock, I suggest that his cost estimates are 
outrageously high. They can only be applicable 
to Paige or woven wire fencing, which is no 
longer the foremost option for effective lifestock 
fencing in our province. At 1985 prices, an 
average cost for two miles of New Zealand type 
permanen,, high tensile steel wire electric cattle 
fence, including a high power Speedrite fence 
controller and installation is approximately 
$3,200. Two miles of permanent five wire sheep 
fence, to provide dependable protection for 
sheep from coyotes and other predators, costs 
approximately $5,255 including the necessary 
Speedrite fence controller and installation. 
Either of these fencing options would provide a 
stronger, more efficient, and longer lasting 
solution to the problem at a fraction of the cost.

Grenier unveiled a com- 
prehensive emission re; 
duction and funding 
package to combat the 

‘acid rain problem in 
Canada recently. 

The federal program 
is based on the federal- 
provincial commitment 
to reduce sulphur diox- 
ide emissions in Eastern 
Canada by 50 per! cent 
by 1994. The policy also 
involved the adoption of 
tough emission stan- 
dards for new cars, 
effective 1987. 

The federal govern- 
ment will negotiate with 
the smelter industry 

’ and provide up to $150 
million for emission 
- controls at smelters. A 
further $25 million will 


$70 million will be — 


earmarked for the 
cleaner, more efficient 


research and monitor- 
ing of acid rain. 

An Acid Rain Office 
will be established to 
co-ordinate the new 
policy and provide in- 
formation to individuals 
and organizations. 

Canada is the first 
country to officially 
adopt such specific 
guidelines and environ: 
mental objectives as 
policy. This government 
plans to continue our 
international leadership 


by seeking co-operative 
agreements on acid rain 
controls.

As long as 
you are made uncom- 
fortable at work because 
of this other person's 
actions, you have rea 
son to file a complaint 
with the Commission. 

If you are being 
sexually harassed, it is 
very important that you 
do all you can to show 
the person that his or 
her behaviour is de- 
finitely unwelcome. Tell 
your co-workers what is 
-happening and how you 
feel about it. If you do 
not make it clear that 
the person's actions 
upset you, it may be 
hard to find witnesses to 
support your ¢ase if 
there is an inquiry. 

When investigating a 
sexual harassment com- 
plaint, the Board of 
Inquiry will usually look 
for proof that: 

i. the complainant 
did not invite the 
harassment in any way; 

2. the complainant 
showed that the harass- 
ment was unwelcome in 


“such a way that® the 


respondent knew o1 
should have known that 
it was unwelcome; 

$. the harassment dic 
not stop even after the 
complainant made his 
or her feelings known. 


The Code also pro- 
tects you from being 
punished in any way for 
rejecting sexual ad- 
vances in the work- 
place.

A company can be 
named as a respondent 
in a complaint. This can 


’ happen if someone in

The company can also 
be named as a respon- 
dent if an employee who 
is part of the ‘‘directing 
mind”’ of the company 
is a respondent.

Ontario Milk Marketing Board 


NEW DEVELOPMENTS 
Milk Supply Update and Outlook 

Total milk marketings to the Board were down 
0.6 per cent in January compared to January 
1984. This is the seventh consecutive month 
during which total marketings have been lower 
than the corresponding month a year ago. The 
month-over-month decreases 1.3, 1.4 and 0.8 in 
October, November and December respectively 

All producers were advised in a letter mailed 
February 5, 1985 that provincial quotas had been 
reduced by 1 per’ cent and that individual » 
quotas in Ontario were reduced by 1.5 per cen: 
effective February 1, 1985. 

In light of the quota reduction and based o1 
current trends, it is estimated that year-enc 
provincial quota utilization will be 103.2 per 
cent. 

The estimate includes the following factors 
and assumptions: 

* actual marketings from August 1984 to January 
1985; 

* forecasting total milk supplies to be down 0.6 
per cent for the February to July period 
compared to the same months a year ago; 

* adjusting the February marketing forecast to 
reflect the fact that 1984 was a leap year and 
February had 29 days: 

* assuming fluid sales for the current dairy year 
to be 1.5 per cent lower than last year; and 
* assuming 100 pér cent utilization of cream 
quota. 

A number of factors including, the recent 
reduction in MSW, the fluid sales and total 
marketing trends, and Ontario's levy obli- 
gations, indicate that the quota situation will 
remain tight for the balance of the year. 

With respect to levy obligations, it is presently 
anticipated that some provincial levy obligations 
may have to be made up out of over-quota levy 
\collections at the end of the dairy year. This is in 
addition to.that which will be owing at the 
provincial level on over-quota production. This 
will substantially reduce the number of year-end 
credits available from under utilization within 
the province to cover the over-quota production 
of those individuals shipping over 100 per cent of 
their MSQ's. As such, the possibility of any 
significant refund of over-quota levies at the end 


of the dairy year would, at this time, appear 


rather remote. 

Accordingly, producers are advised to closely 
monitor their quota situation and bring 
production in line with their quota holdings. 


It’ should be noted that the overall situation - 


may change somewhat between now and the end 
of the dairy year, depending on the actions of 
individual producers. 

The Fluid Market 


~ Onasales day adjusted basis, fluid sales were 


1.1 per cent lower in January 1985 than in 
January 1984. This follows month-over-month 
decreases of 2.0 and 2.5 per cent in October and 
November and a 0.5 per cent increase in 
December. Fluid sales were down 0.6 per cent 
for the calendar year 1984 versus 1963, and are 
.down 1.7 per cent during the current dairy year 
(August to January) compared to the same 
period last year. 

The decline in January sales probably relates 
to the increase of $ cents per litre 
effective December $1, 1984 and the further 2 to 
$ cents per litre added at the retail level. Lower

‘Our neighbour grew 
some of that great new 
feed barley last year,” 
John told his wife. 
“He's selling some of it 
for seed, and I figure 
that we can save over 
$300 buying from him 
instead of getting that 
fancy Certified stuff 
from the elevator.” 

Sure John, you prob- 
ably will save a few 
bucks on the purchase 
price. But there's a 
good chance you'll get 
more than you bargain- 
ed for - like an invasion 
of noxious weeds that 
you've spent a decade 
cleaning out of your 
land or a seed borne 
disease that will cut 
your stand by a third. is 
it worth gambling a few 
bucks on seed that 
carries no assurance of 
quality? 

Under law, seed must 
not be sold by variety 
name unless it is pedi- 
greed. The ‘bargain’ 
aspect of this purchase 
disappears in a hurry if 
any one of a multitude 
of potential problems 
occur in John’s crop. 
Because the neigh- 
bour's seed has not 
been certified under the 
auspices of the Canada 
Seeds Act, John has no 
recourse should a prob- 
lem occur. 

Certified seed is bac- 


ogy of horticultural 
crops and air pollution 
problems of agriculture 
in general.

Egg talks 


Trade, supply management and the choles- 
terol controversy will top the agenda when US 
egg producers meet with their Canadian 
counterparts here March 18, the Canadian Egg 
marketing Agency announced recently. 

Officials with the Atlanta-based United Egg 
Producers will hold discussions with CEMA and 
then attend the agency's annual meeting the 
following day. 

These will be the first formal talks between the 
two producer organizations. 

The UEP has been sharply critical of Canadian 
trade practices. Canada exports eggs to the US 
without restrictions but US egg producers do not 
enjoy a similar arrangement. 

The federal government has imposed trade 
barriers to limit the flow of eggs into the country 
so that Canadian producers can operate a supply 
-management system. 

Under this system, producers agree to limit 
production to meet Canadian needs. In 
exchange, they are paid a fair price for the eggs 
they do produce. 

It's a marketing system that has attracting 
growing interest from US egg producers. Soft 
prices and over-production have plagued the US 
industry in recent years, driving many small 
producers out of the business. 

Although the US boasts 10 times the 
population of Canada, it has 4,000 egg 
producers, only twice as many as Canada. the 
small family farmer is being squeezed out by the 
large agribusiness. 

US ‘producers are now debating a draft of 
marketing orders that would include production 
controls and provisions for removing surplus 
eggs from the market. After a series of straw 
votes and rewrites, the final draft is almost 
complete. 

The proposed order is expected to be 
submitted to Washington March 15. 

The UEP and CEMA will compare notes on the 
cholesterol debate that has producers on both 
sides of the border worried. Contradicting 
scientific claims have left the consumer confused 
and wary.

drill in sedimentary 
rocks in locations where 
they are likely to find oi) 
or gas. Still, the indus- 
try drills more than 
10,000 wells every year 
in the United States 
alone. 
Drilling for scientific 
is actually not 
advanced in the USSR. 
On the Kola peninsula 
near the Arctic circle, 
the Russians have built 
an immense derrick 64 
metres high and have 
drilled a hole 12 km 
deep entirely through 
crystalline hard rock. 
The drilling is still going 
on and will probably

reach its goal of 15 km. 
a full 6 km deeper than 
any other hole. 
-The drill that has 
this feat is a 
turbo drill of Russian 
design. In this drill, 
only the drill bit rotates 
(not the entire 12 km of 
pipe connecting the drill 
to the surface). The drill 
pipe is of light alum- 
inum alloy and weighs 
only 250 tonnes; a 
similar drill of US 
design would weigh 450 
tonnes. 

The Russian drill hole 
has produced several 
surprises. Seismic wave 
analysis of the area 
predicted a standard 
three layer crust: 4 
sedimentary layer down 
to 4.7 km, a granite 
layer from there to 7 
km, and basalt below 
that. The sedimentary- 
granity layer appeared 
at 6.8 km, and the 
basalt has not appeared 
at 12 km. This has 
illustrated the great 
difficulty in interpreting 
the seismic waves which 
have been the standard 
method for determining 
deep rock structures. 

Other surprises have 
been a greater-than- 
anticipated rate of in- 
crease of temperature 
with depth. At 10 km a 
temperature of 100 de- 
grees Celsius was, ex- 
pected; it was actually 
180 degtees Celsius. At 
15 km it will, be 500 
degrees Celsius, which 
is the limit the drill can 
stand. A furthe? sur- 
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prise was the, fact that 
at all depths minieraliz- 
ed water circulates 
through the rock at 
pressures 3,000 times 
atmospheric pressure. 
The USSR is planning 
more drill holes of this 
type. The next is al- 
ready started near the 
Caspian Sea and is at 
8.5 km with an objective 
of 15 km. through 
crystalline rock in the 
southern Appalachian 
region. It has been 
suggested that, in this 
region, continental mot- 
ions pushed a 10 km 
thick layer of crystalline 
rock over a layer of 


sedimentary rock. 
Among other things. 
the proposed drill would 
probe down tc this 
hypothetical sedimary 
layer. 


Other countries have 
modest drilling pro- 
grams as well. Paul 
Robinson and James 
Hall, of Dalhousie Uni- 
versity in Halifax, are 
participating in an In- 
ternational Crustal Re- 
search Drilling Group 
(ICRDG) project on 
Cyprus.

The Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association is 
the sole pedigrecing 
agency in Canada for all 
seed crops except pot- 
atoes and tree seeds. 
The regulations and 
procedures for the pro- 
duction of Pedigreed 
seed crops are establis- 
hed by committees of 
the Association, com- 
posed of plant breeders, 
research scientists, reg- 
ulatory officials, seed 
growers and the seed 
trade. 

Seed growers in Can- 
ada, numbering some 
6,000 in nine provinces 
are part of the technol- 
. ogy transfer process 
which takes new field 
crop varieties from the 
plant breeder (primarily 
the public institutions 
such as Agriculture 
Canada Research 
Branch, universities 
and provinces) and 
\ through several seed, 
multiplication gener- 
ations to produce suf- 
ficient seed of genetic 
purity and identity of 
improved varieties for 
commercial farmers. 

Plant breeders spend 
years developing im- 
proved varieties and 
testing their field per- 
formance. Agricultural 
research by our univers- 
ities, Agriculture Can- 
ada, provincial depart- 
ments of agriculture 
and private companies 
is of paramount impor- 
tance, This is to ensure 
the further development 
of better varieties to 
wishstand climatic and 
regional growing con- 
ditiohs, disease and 
insect infestations, 
maturity, yield and mar- 
ketability. 

Seed of licensed var- 
iety is supplied by the 
plant breeder to special- 
ly selected seed grow: 
ers, .who grow it to 
produce a crop of 

Foundation seed. By 
multiplying Foundation 
seed, two other classes 
of Pedigreed seed in 


forage crops are nor- 


mally Pedigreed 


three classes: 
Breeder, Foundation 
and Certified. 


Much care is required — 


The seed producer must 
take exacting pre- 
cautions to prevent con- 
tamination when seed- 
ing, harvesting, hand- 
ling, cleaning and stor- 
ing his-seed crop. 


Fields must be plant- — 


ed with seed of specific 
pedigree and must meet 
specific isolation stand- 
ards for the crop being 
grown. Field ‘history 
requirements must be 
met to ensure freedom 
from variety and crop 
mixtures, which could 
come from volunteer 
plants. 

Seed growers rogue 
their fields in order to 
remove. prohibited and 
restricted weeds and 
other crops, such as 
oats in barley, durum 
wheat in hard red 
spring wheat, and so on 
in fields set for certif- 
ication. 

After the seed crop is 
headed and before it is 
cut it must be examined 
by an authorized inspec- 
tor to establish the 
genetic purity. A report 
of this inspection is 
evaluated by the Can- 
adian Seed Growers’ 
Association according to 
a strict set of approved 
guidelines for the is- 
suing of pedigrecing 
status in the form of a 
crop certificate. 

Once harvested and 
processed, the seed 
must be inspected, 
graded and labelled 
according to the Canada 
Seeds Act by a Plant 
Products Inspector from

Farm income tax

The inceme of some 
farmers fluctuates vio- 
lently from year to year. 
Revenue Canada recog- 
nizes this and conse- 
quently allows farmers, 
if they so wish, to 
average their income a 
minimum of every five 
years. This is known as 
block averaging. 

Two entirely separate 
problems have arisen 
with regard to block 
averaging. The first

ment. The result is a 
different assessment 
than expected and ad- 
ditional time and money 
is spent attempting to 
clarify the situation. 
Attach the assessment 
notices to the home 
copy of the Tl General 
when it arrives in the 
mail. 

The second problem 
revolves around filing a 
tax return on time if tax 
is payable. Some farm- 
ers do not file a tax 
return for a given year 
by April 30, knowing 
they will be eligible for 
a refund when block 
averaging takes place. 
or they do not have the 
money, or they just 
ignore filing because 
they ‘‘think’’ they are 
not taxable. 

The act clearly states 
that a tax return must 
be filed for a year if that 
year is to be included in 
block averaging. If no 
tax is payable in a given 
year, the return can be 
filed for that year inthe 
year of averaging. How- 
ever, most farmers 
would want to file a tax 
return on time even if 
income tax is ot payable 
because of tax credits. 

The act also states a 
tax return must be filed 
for each year on or 
before April 30 follow- 
ing the end of that year

The Meat Hygiene 
Division has recently 
established a program 
of inspection designated 
“*FOIL" (Frequency of 
Inspection Level). Un- 
der this monitoring pro- 
gram, the frequency of 
inspection is deter- 
mined by a number of 
factors. The most im- 
portant of these are the 
past record of the 
establishment, the size 
and complexity of the 
processing operation, 
the production volume, 
and the proportion of 
meat products imported 
to or exported from the 
plant. 

Processing operations 
convert carcasses into 
products such as ground 
meat patties, sausages, 
canned meats and soup 
mixes.

Tax interpretations 
terp i 

The interpretation of the figures in the federal 

‘s white paper on tax issues in 

farming, and further misinterpretations in the 
news media are shocking and appalling. 
according to the Ontario Federation of 

, Agriculture (OFA). 

From an emergency executive meeting held in 
Toronto recently, OFA president Harry Pelissero 
said, ‘‘While figures don’t lie, interpretations 
may vary."’ he said the white paper, prepared at 
the request of the Finance Minister Michael 
Wilson, is ‘‘one-sided and not current.”’ 

“For instance, in discussing the decline in 
land values, the white paper stops at 1981. Since 
then, land values have plummeted, especially in 
western Canada where they were hit by 
drought."” 

‘Some of the comparisons used in. the study 
are reported in the media are illogical,” 
Pelissero said. ‘‘To compare the worth of the 
average farm to the worth of the average 
Canadian family is comparing apples and 
oranges. It would be more credible to show a 
businéss-to-business comparison." 

The white paper's figures on the rate of return 

+ on equity may look good on paper, if it’s 

~ interpreted to be 19.3 per cent for the years 
between 1975 and 1985, ‘But farm groups aren't 
talking about: the golden days of the seventies. 
According to the tables in the white paper, for 
1982 and 1983, farmers have been losing on their 
equity. The crisis has been in recent years,” 
Pelissero said. ; 

Another illogical comparison, Pelissero said, 
is between the vlaue of farm land and trading 
stocks. ‘‘The fact that the value of rural real 
estate has increased means nothing. A farmer 
can't dump his business-as easily as he could 
shares on the Toronto Stock Exchange. Equity, 
or paper value, doesn’t put the kids through 
school or put shoes on their feet,"’ Pelissero said. 

In addition, Pelissero said, the white paper 
shows that in 1982 amd 1985, the nominal values 
of lands and buildings declined significantly. 
“Once again, these are the crisis years, and the 
severity of the problems is diffused when the 
interpretations incorporate figures from 1972."’ 

The white paper's interpretations should not 
be read in isolation, and the contents of the 
64-page document cannot accurately: be 
summarized in a brief news story, Pelisser said.

‘The Farm Credit Corporation did a thorough 
study on Canadian farmers which showed that 17 
per cent are in severe financial stress, seven per 
cent are in moderate stress and the remaining 76 
per cent are more stable because they have the 
minimum equity needed to give them a 
reasonable chance to survive in agriculture.”’ 

“This is a far cry from the white paper's 
interpretation that only 5.2 per cent are in the 
distress category. The contradiction in figures, 
both from government departments, proves only 
that there is no definitive statement on what is 
happening in the farm sector. As president of an 
organization that represents over 24,000 farm 
families, I can only say that there is more than 
enough cause for concern, and that these cold, 
impersonal government papers don’t reflect the 
reality in the country.” 

He said the OFA will be discussing the white 
paper with government and elected officials 
soon, and he wil be reminding them all of the 
statement made by Prime Minister Mulroney at 
the recent First Minisfers’ Conference. Mr. 
Mulroney said, ‘‘I don’t know that there's an 
area of our national economic life where there 
has been a greater productivity increase in the 
last 15 years than Canadian agriculture. I don't 
know of a sector that has received less in return 
in terms of reward for that individual effort."

Dual-labelling for 


chemicals 


Bill Vankoughnet, MP for Hastings- 
Frontenac-Lennox and Addington was pleased to 
confirm March 4 the recent announcement 
regarding voluntary dual-labeling (metric and 
imperial) of agricultural chemicals, including 
fertilizers and pesticides. 

The Minister of Agriculture, the Honourable 
John Wise, has instructed Agriculture Canada 
officials to amend the appropriate regulations to 
allow dual-labeling. The amendment procedure 
will be completed in the near future and no 
prosecutions under the current metric-only 
regulations will be undertaken. 

On January $0, 1985, the Honourable Michel 
Cote, Miniter of Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs announced the change in _ policy 
regarding metrication in Canada. Amendments 
to the Weights and Measures Act will permit the 
use of metric and imperial, or metric only, for the 
displaying, weighing and measuring of gasoline, 
home furnishings, and individually measured 
foods. 

‘This is a further step to ensuré that all 
Canadians are able © purchase products in 
familiar measurements. We are no longer bound, 
to the heavy-handed insensitivity of the previous 
compulsory metric-only policy’’. bill Vankough- 
net, MP commented on the Minister ‘of 
Agriculture's decision.

New director joins 
UCO Board 


Claude Gauthier of Earlton, Ontario, was 
elected to the Board of Directors of United 
Co-operatives of Ontario (UCO), at the 38th 
annual meeting, held in Toronto, March 7. 

Gauthier, a dairy farmer in Northern Ontario, 
will be representing group one, which consists of 
the areas of zone 1 (most of Ontario north of a 
line drawn from Sault Ste. Marie to just south of 
North Bay and including Manitoulin Island); 
zone 2 (an area which comprises Renfrew, 
Lanark, Ottawa-Carleton, Prescott-Russell, 
Stormont-Dundas and Glengarry, leeds and 
Grenville); and, zone $ (Haliburton, Victoria, 
Northumberland, Hastings, Frontenac, Lennox 
and Addington and Prince Edward. 

‘*Nineteen-eighty-four has been a difficult 
year for UCO - one that reminds us how 
dangerous our indifference can be. Our 
Co-operative faced a type of ‘‘last call’’ financial 
crisis. Proper measures were implemented by 
management to ensure survival, but the onus is 
now on us, the members, to pull together and 
prove once and for all that this Co-operative is 
needed and can operate efficiently in the 
agricultural marketplace. We must take 
responsibility for what happens to our 
institutions." 

Gauthier has been a director of the UCO's 
Earlton Sales and Service Centre since 1982, 
primarily serving as secretary. 

UCO has a 15-person Board of Directors, with 
their term of office being three years. Elections 
for 12 of the board are eld on a geographical 
basis and these members can serve up to four 
consecutive terms, if so elected. In addition, this 
year UCO added three directorship ‘positions. 
These ‘‘Directors-at-Large’’, are elected from 
industry and also serve three year terms. 

Gauthier has had extensive UCO and 
community involvements. He attended UCO's 
Young Couples’ Conference on leadership, plus 
a number of other leadership conferences. 
Gauthier has been a member of his pastoral 
committee, a director of the Temiskaming- 
Cochrane Holstein Club and a director of the 
Union des Cultivateurs Franco-Ontarien. He also 
serves on the Temiskaming Board of Education.

The Science 
Corner 


The Science Corner 
by Nigel Bunce 
and Jim Hunt 
‘The homing and dir- 
ectional abilities -of 
many birds, animals, 
and insects has long 


been a source of wonder - 


to many and a mystery 
to scientists. In recent 
years, some progress 
has been made in 
understanding this 

. For ex- 
ample, it is now well 
established that some 
birds navigate during 
migration by observing 
the shape of the stellar 
constellations. I has 
long been suspected 


‘ that the earth's mag- 


netic field somehow 
plays a role in this 
navigational ability but 
solid evidence has been 
hard to find. 


The heads of pigeons 


and the bodies of honey 
bees contain small 
amounts of iron oxide. 
One form of iron oxide 
is the mineral ‘‘magne- 
tite’’, 
name “‘lodestone’’ was 
used as the first com- 
passes by the Chinese 
and early mariners. The 
presence of magnetic 
material does not, how- 
ever, establish the ex- 
istence of magnetic 
sense organs. 


which under the’ 


A big step forward 
was made in 1980 with a 
discovery of magnetic 
bacteria. These creat- 
ures have solved the 
difficult problem of bio- 
chemically assembling 
single crystals of mag- 
netite and using them to 
tell north from south 
and.up from down. 

In a recent issue’ of 
Science, a Hawaii-Cali- 
fornia group of marine 
biologists report the 
finding of the magnetic 
sense organ in the 
Yellowfin Tuna. The 
detection and _localiz- 
ation of this material is 
a very difficult problem. 
Where do you look for a 
sense organ in such a 
large fish? Every por- 
tion of the body of the 
tuna had to be treated 
and sectioned with non- 
iron instruments in a 
very clean environment 
and magnetic measure- 
ments made on each 
sample. 

At last magnetic mat- 
erial was discovered in 
the head in special sinus 
cavities which are near 
large and important 
nerves. The extracted 
material is very much 
like that fourid in the 
bacteria. It consists of 
single crystals of mag- 
netite about two mil- 
lionths of an inch 
across. Somehow the 
growth of these crystals 
is biochemically control- 
led and then stopped 
when they are just the 
right size.

The sugar in maple 
sap is actually the result 
of the previous year’s 
photosynthesis, _ which 
stores sugar produced 
by the green leaves in 
all parts of the tree.

tite have not been 
isolated, but the chem- 
ical, iron oxide, “from 
which magnetite is 
made has. been identif- 
ied.

early spring transtorms 
it to soluble sugar, 
ready to fuel the burst- 
ing buds. The same 
rising temperatures 
thaw the water contain- 
ed in the wood cells, 
and help it to circulate 
throughout the tree - up 
through the sapwood, 


and back down the inner 
bark. Just how this 
pumping system oper- 
ates, to move sap from 
deep in the roots to 
perhaps 120 feet in the 
air, is not exactly 
understood. 
Occasionally, syrup is 
also made from red or 
silver maples, or even 
from butternut trees, 
but it is the majestic 
sugar maple that forms 
the mainstay of the 
maple syrup industry. 
In many Ontario com- 
munities, local conser- 
vation agencies or indiv- 
idual producers wel- 
come visitors to their 
ions.

Some burning questions about inserts 


Lounging in front of 
the warm, golden glow 
of an open fireplace may 
become less appealing 
if you consider that as 
much as 25,000 cubic 
feet of warm household 
air is going up the 
chimney every hour. 
Worse, while the warm 
air is pouring out, cold 
air is leaking in throug 
cracks throughout the 
house. More often than 


_ not, the overall effect of 


a cosy fire is to cool the 
space it serves. 

There are alternatives 
though that stop short 
of blocking the fireplace 
off completely. A fire- 
place insert is one well 
worth investigating 
Basically a small air 
tight stove, it is design- 
edo fit into the existing 
hearth of a fireplace. 

There is little doubt 


. that installing an insert 


is definitely the best 
way to improve a 
fireplace’s perform: 
ance. Not everyone 


agrees, however, that it _ 


is worth the $1,000 to 
$1,400 investment, par- 
ticularly when possible 
fire hazards are added 
into the equation. What 
follows is the rundown 
on what inserts will and 
won't do as well as 
some guidelines for fire 
safety, to help you make 
an informed choice.

remember about inserts 
is that, unlike large 
wood stoves, they are 
generally not meant to 
replace a home's heat- 
ing system. Still, the 
more than 600,000 On- 
tario householders who 
are burning woods in 
fireplaces could gain a 
major source of sup- 
plementary heat by 
retrofitting with inserts. 

The appeal of an 
insert is its efficiency. 
Consider this: if effic- 
iency is the percentage 
of total energy available 
in the wood that be- 
comes useful heat for 
your home, then open 
fireplaces have efficien- 
«ies of minus 10 to plus 
10 per cent. Fireplace 
mserts, on the other 
nand, can achieve. effic- 
iencies of between 20 to 
45 per cent. 

Why is an insert so 
much more efficient 
that an open fireplace? 
The insert makes the 
most of the heating 
effect from burning 
wood. With an insert 
the heating effect is not 
cancelled out by the 
exodus of heated room 
air through an open 
fireplace, up the chim- 
ney. 

Also, most inserts are 
designed for controlled 


combustion. Thismeans . 


that the flow of air into 
the combustion cham- 
ber is regulated almost 
exclusively by controls 
such as screw-on draft 


caps. Through precise 


regulation of combus-

Always ask to see the 
property deed or the

pulse. Shop around and 
visit as many properties 
as possible. Never buy 
land unseen. 

It's also wise to have 
your lawyer check the 
land title for any 
restrictions, reservat- 
ions or exceptions which 
may affect use of the 
property. It's possible, 
for example, that all 
trees belong to .the 
Crown or a shoreline 
may have been reserved 
as public land.

build-up is almost in- 
evitable, but it can 
become a real problem 
with the kinds of low 
temperature fires pos- 
sible in controlled com- 
bustion inserts. 

The second concern, 
overheating the  fire- 
place cavity, can lead to 
fire in the frame of the 
house. Inserts radiate 
heat in all directions, so 
the back wall of the 
fireplace can become 
very hot, especially 
since there is no 
longer cooling room air 
sweeping over the fire- 
place walls as with open 
fireplaces. 

Knowing the hazards 
means that the risks can 
be minimized. Keeping 
the fire burning briskly 
with dry, well Seasoned 
wood will minimize
